Leads in Commodity 
Value, Dealers Show 


Aurora, IIL, May 24.—Car deal- 
ers in this territory are utilizing 
comparative “dollar” values as a 
cliching argument ffor _ sales, 
Stressing the value the buyer is 
receiving, both from an economic 
Standpoint and in improved and 
better equipment. The dealers 
point out that it requires 50 per 
cent. less wheat; 39 per cent. less 
corn, 52 per cent. less hogs, 34 
per cent. less beef cattle, li per 
cent. less cotton and 53 per. cent. 
less wool to buy the average car 
of today as compared with 1913.

2,100, as Against 
2,470 Year Ago

Rochester, N. Y., May 24.—New 
car sales in Rochester in April 
numbered 2,100, as compared with 
2,470 sales made in April last year, 
according to Robert J. Menzie, 
executive secretary of the Roches- 
ter Automobile Dealers’ Associa- 
tion.

Steam-Cooled Engine Finds Warm 
Advocate in Princeton Professor 





Princeton, N. J., May 24.—Prof. 
Edward P. Culver of the Prince- 
ton School of Engineering pre- 
dicts that within a very few years 
the cooling of automobile engines 
will be accomplished by steam in- 
stead of water. Research on a 
steam-cooled automobile engine 
has been carried out during the 
last year in the Princeten cn- 
gineering laboratory by Alfred H. 
Marshall of New York, a graduate 
student, under Prof. Culver. 

No change will be made in the 
automobile engine to adopt the 
steam-cooling method, declares 
Prof. Culver. The cylinder jackets 
are filled with water in the 
present system, the principal change 
being that the radiator is converted 
into a steam condenser, and the 
hose, which enters the present type 
of radiator at the top, is moved to a 
point near the bottom. 

The lowering of the radiator hose 
enables the steam to force the air 


as 


| out of the radiator so that the steam 








comes in contact with the condens- 
ing surfaces. The steam is con- 
densed and returns to the cylinder 
jackets to maintain the jacket sup- 
ply. 

According to Prof. Culver, the 
greatest merit of steam cooling. 
which is technically known as 
“evaporate system,” is the fact that 


it maintains the engine at its most’ 


efficient running temperature of 212 
degrees, rather than the 160 degrees 
attained by engines cooled by water. 


The best running temperature is | 


reached quickly. since there is little 
circulation until the water in the 
cylinder packet boils. At the same 


time there is less danger of over- |

FINE MOTOR CARS 
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Behind Lindbergh 


N the general acclaim that hailed the magnificent exploit 

of Capt. Lindbergh in completing the first non-stop flight 
from New York to Paris, we wonder how many people con- 
sidered the real factor that made possible the gallant 
youngster’s feat In the final analysis it was the earth- 
bound motor vehicle that upheld the wings of Lindbergh’s 
plane. 

The principles of flight through the air were understood 
a good many years before man actually flew. 
in England, Lilienthal in Germany and our own Langley had 
grasped the fundamental principles of flight, but the lack 
of an efficient power plant held them on the ground. The 
plane which Langley built in Washington and which failed 
dismally in tests was later flown with a modern engine. It 
was the perfection of the internal combustion engine that 
finally made actual flight possible. 

Now the real reason for the rapid perfection of the 
internal combustion engine after the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century was the fact that it could be utilized to drive a 
highway vehicle that from the start gave evidence of being 
a commercial success. By 1905 or 1906 it was apparent that 
manufacturers could make a lot of money 
selling highway vehicles powered with internal combustion 
engines. This evidence of a commercial future for the auto- 
mobile drew to the new industry the best engineering brains 
of the country. Development of the gasoline engine pro- 
ceeded rapidly because thousands of able engineers, lured by 
the commercial possibilities as well as by scientific pride,

MEASURE OF DAMAGE FOR 
CAR RETAKEN BY CONDI- 
TIONAL SELLER. 

An automobile sold on conditional 
sales contract was seized by a Fed- 
eral agent for alleged illegal trans- 
portation of intoxicating liquor bf 
the purchaser’s employer. The car 
was placed by the Federal author- 
ities with the conditional seller for 
safe keeping. The seller elected to 
forfeit the sale under the contract. 
The Federal authorities did not 
forfeit the car, but released it to the 
seller, who sold it to another per- 
son. The _ conditional purchaser 
sued the seller for conversion. The. 
Washington Supreme Court held, 
Jarred vs. Burrows, 255 Pac. 99, that 
the plaintiff had breached tne pro- 
visions of the contract of sale pro- 
hibiting the conditional purchaser 
from allowing the car to pass from 
his possession or to be seized or 
levied upon. In any event, the 
measure of damages in this kind 
of action was held to be the value 
of the car less the unpaid portion 
of the purchase price. As the evi- 
dence showed that the car when 
retaken by the seller was of less 
value than the unpaid part of the 
price, the purchaser could not re- 
cover. 


EXPERT EVIDENCE~- AS 
REASONABLE CHARGE 
REPAIRING AUTOMOBILE. 


The Connecticut Supreme Court 
of Errors holds, Di Biase vs. Garn- 
sey, 136 Alt. 871, that hypothetical 
questions put to an expert to show 
that the charge for repairing an 
automobile, and particularly the 
number of hours charged therefor, 
; were excessive, which did not em- 
brace the facts as to the condition 
of the automobile at the time and 
what parts were replaced, were 
properly excluded. Thus, it. was 
held not permissible to ask merely: 
“From your experience as an auto- 
mobile mechanic, what would you 
| Say would be the reasonable num- 
ber of hours required to completely 
overhaul and install new parts in a 
one-ton Republic truck, year 1917, 
such as the one delivered by this 
plaintiff to the defendant?”

Obviously stock car racing must be carefully han- 

dled if it is to be really useful. If any question arises as to 

the absolute “stock” of any of the cars involved, the suspicion 
30 engendered would destroy any value in the tests. 

Some years ago stock car racing was popular in this 
country, but just this matter of suspicion ruined it. For- 
tunately this time the American Automobile Association is 
on the job and very well equipped to handle the contests. 
These will be above any possibility of suspicion. 

There is no question that in “the crucible of racing” 
manufacturers will learn many lessons, will be enabled to 
remedy many weaknesses and in the end the public will, as 
usual, benefit by the revival of stock car racing. 

This week technical representatives of the 
manufacturers are holding a meeting at French Lick, while 
the Society of Automotive Engineers is in session there, to 
draw up regulations to govern stock car tests of all kinds.

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LAW REGULATES 
SPEED OF TRUCKS 


Washington Act Slows 
'Solid-Tired and 
| Heavy Vehicles 


Olympia, Wash., May 24.—Load 
requirements under the new state 
motor vehicle operation regulation 
act, which goes into effect on 
June 10, are such that motor 
trucks equipped with solid tires 
must travel at such low speed 
that many tire dealers declare 
that truck owners probably will 
deem change-overs necessary in 
nearly every case, except for the 
largest trucks, which travel slow- 
ly anyway. 

Section four of the code, which 
applies to tire equipment of trucks, 
reads in part as follows:— 

“It shall be unlawful to operate 
any motor truck having a gross 
weight, . including load, exceeding 
3,000 pounds, equipped with pneu- 
matic tires over or along the high- 
ways of this state at a greater rate 
of speed than twenty-five miles an 
hour; or any motor truck having 
two axles and a gross weight in- 
cluding load as hereinafter pro- 
vided, equipped or partially 
equipped with solid rubber tires, at 
a greater rate of speed than the 
following :— 

Two tons and under, twenty-five 
miles an hour; two to four tons, 
twenty miles an hour; four to six 
tons, eighteen miles an hour; six to 
eight tons, sixteen miles an hour; 
eight to ten tons, fourteen miles an 
hour; ten to twelve tons, twelve 
miles an hour. 

For vehicles having three or four 
axles, the weights and speeds are 
as follows:— 

Twelve tons and under, twenty 
miles; twelve to fourteen tons, 
eithteen miles; fourteen to sixteen 
itteen miles, sixteen to nine- 
tecn .ons fourteen miles; nineteen 
to iwenty and a half tons 
{three axics), twelve miles; nine- 
teen to twenty one and a half tons 
. velve miles.

to twenty-eight tons, twelve miles. 

The new code also greatly cur- 
tails the speeds at which trucks 
equipped with metal tires may be 
operated.
